Тһе stormiest Students for a Democratic Society (SDS) 
National Convention in its short but violent history concluded 
on 6/22/69 in Chicago. As was previously forecast, an extreme 
factionalist dispute broke out between the National Office group 
of SDS and the Progressive Labor Party (PLP). (Pro-Chinese 
Marxist-Leninist revolutionary group). This dispute reached 
such proportions that on 6/21/69 approximately half the delegates 
of the convention representing the National Office group led Ë 
by national officers Michael Klonsky and Bernardine Dohrn moved 
from the Chicago Coliseum site to another location. 


On 6/22/69 each faction elected its own slate of 
nationz1 officers. The PLP group elected PLP members John 
Pennington, Patricia Foreman. and Alan Spector. The National 
Office group elected well-known Coiumbia University revolutionary 
Mark чаа and SDS leaders Jeff Jones anc Bill Ayers. This latter 
group plans to control the SDS National Headquarters at Chicago, 
whereas the PLP group may possibly set up headquarters in 
New York City. The final outcome of this breakup and its bearing 
on the future of SDS cannot be determined at this time, however, 
it can be expected that there will continue to be much turmoil 
in the ranks of SDS before a solution is reached. 


There were several issues which mainly caused the 
Т breakup. These were on the questions of racism and interpretation 
oi a correct Marxist-Leninist position against U.S. imperialism.

Through extensive research we have 
conclusively proved that this organizers manual first appeared 
in 1967 at which time it was prepared by the militant Chinese 
communist-oriented Progressive Labor Party (PLP) and was then 
described as "The Vietnam Work-In Organizers Manual."

“Vietnam Work-In Organizers Manual" and was distributed in 
connection with the PLP sponsored Vietnam Work-In Progran 
which was ained at disrupting industry. This program: did 
not achieve notable success. i 


A comparison of the original PLP document of 1967 
with the curront SDS manual shows that the two are practically 
identical word for word throughout, the only change being in 
tho name of tho manual.

Law Enforcement Assistance, It further indicated that 15 one 
Week conferences were to be scheduled over a two-yeur period,

After arriving 
at the Stadium, the group was unable to gain entry to the 
Stadium and determined that the NROTC graduation had been 
moved to McCaw Hall, which is adjacent to Dyche Stadium, 
due to inclement weather. 


The group then procceded to the west side of 
Dyche Stadium in an attempt to gain entry. They were 
Successful in gaining entry to the front entrance to ۹ 
16062: Wall by tearing down a temperary fence which separated 
‘the Stadium from McGaw Hall. At this time the group had 
increased in size to approximately 200, and further efforts 
were made by the group to gain entry by attempting to pry 
open the cxit doors to this Hall. 


When all efforts to enter Кс Gaw Hall were 
unsuccessful, the group then proceeded to the elevator 
at Dyche Stadium, where the visitors were alloved to enter 
to attend the NROTC graduation. 


Subsequently, visitors were refused entry to tne 
Stadium. The students then proceeded to the Theater, then 
painted themselves with red paint to simulate blood. They 
laid in the entryvay to the parking lot to Dyche Stadium.

A source has advised that the Students for a Democratic 
Society (SOS), as it is !mown today, came into being at a founding 
convention held at Port Huron, Michigan, in June, 1962. From an 
initial ideological posture of "participatory democracy, the current 
line of the national leadership reveals an adherence to Marxism-Leninism., 
Michael Klonsky, National Secretary, in March, 1969, called for the 
building of a revolutionary Marxist-Leninist movement, The program 
of SDS has moved from involvement in civil rights struggles to an anti- 
Vietnam war position and finally to its present advocacy of an anti- 
imperialist line, linking up the oppressed peoples of Asia, Africa and 
Latin America with the black liberation movement in the United States. 
China, Vietnam and Cuba are regarded as countries which are Jeading 
the world-wide struggles against United States imperialism. On the 
other hand, SDS regards the Soviet Union as an imperialist power and 
does not support thc policies of that country. 


SDS maintains a National Office in Room 206, 1608 West 
Madison Street, Chicago, Illinois. Its official paper "New Left Notes" 
reflects the line of the national leadership and program adopted at 
meetings of the National Council and National Interim Commitice 
(NIC). Three national officers and a NIC of eleven members are 
elccied each year during a June National Convention. 


SDS Regional Offices and university and college chapters 
elect delegates to National Council meetings wherein program and 
jácolopy sre debatec, but each Region end chapter is aulonomous іп 
nature ала js free to carry out independent policy and programs 
reflective of loca! conditions.

According to the article, "The Progressive Labor Movement 
was founded in 1962, by Milton Rosen and МогИтег Scheer after they

National Convention in New York City May 31 to June 2, 1968, at which 
time the PLP reasserted its objective of the establishment of a militant 
working class movement based on Marxism-Leninism. This is to be 
accomplished through the Party's overall revolutionary strategy of 
raising the consciousness of the people and helping to provide ideciozical 
leadership in the working class struggle for state power. 


The source also acvised that at the Second National Convention 
Milton Rosen was unanimously re-elecicd National Chairman of the РОР 
and Levi Laub, Fred Jerome, Jared Israel, William Epton, Jacob Rosen, 
Jeffrey Gordon and Walter Linder were elected as the National Committce 
to lead the PLP until the next convention. 


The PLP publishes "Progressive Labor," a himonthly magazine; 
"Wor!d Revolution," 2 quarterly periodical; and "Challonge-Desafio,"a 
monthly newspaper. 


The August, 1968, issue of Challenge-Desafio“ sets forth 
that “above all, this paper is dedicated to the fight for a new way of life- 
where the working men and women own and control their homes, factories, 
the police, courts, and the entire Government on every level.“

The officia) newspaper, "The Black Panther," which further 
describes itself as the "Black Community News Service," states that the 
BPP advocates the use of guns and guerrilla tactics in its revolutionary 
program to end oppression of the black people. Residents of the black 
community аге urged to arm themselves against the police who are con- 
sistently referred to in the publication as "pigs" who should be killed. 


"The Black Panther" issue of September 7, 1958, contains an 
editorial by EPP Minister of Education, Georye Mason Murray, which 
ends with the following: 


"black men. Black people, colored persons of America, 
revolt everywhere! Arm yourselves. The only culture worth keeping 
is a revolutionary culture. Change. Freedom everywhere. Dynamite! 
Black Power. Use the gun. Kill the pigs everywhere," 

Included in the introduction to an article appearing in the 


October 5, 39083, edition of "The Black Panther" is the statement, 
we will not dissent from American Government. We will overthrow it." 


Issues of “The Black Panther“ regularly contain quotations 
from the writings of Chairman MAO Tsc-tung of the People's Republic 
of China and feature MAO's statement that "polilical power grows out of 
the barrel of a gun.“

The paranoia of this convention which,o¢casioned 
the expulsion from SDS of the militant pro Chinese Marxist- 
Leninist PLP may be considered at one and the same time a 
victory for a certain brand of Marxism-Leninism-Maoism thought 
and the certain defeat of youthful idealism that once was 
considered “participatory democracy," the ideal manner under 
which to live and serve. А 


It appears that the so-called New Left is nothing 
more than a tired body of Old Left sectarians bent on revolu- 
tion, 


Convention Foes; 


Prior to the convention repeated reports of PLP 
strength caused considerable concern among National Office 
elements of SDS, particularly Michael Klonsky, SDS National 
Secretary. As the convention opened there were three forces. 
in operation: The PLP faction, strong in the New England and 
San Francisco areas and led by Fred Gordon, National SDS 
Educational Secretary, Jeff Gordon and Jared Israel. 


The Klonsky/RU (a covert militant pro Chinese Marxist- 
Leninist group) faction was led by Klonsky, a dedicated Marxist- 
Leninist who had the support of such RU leaders as Leibel 
Bergman, Marvin Treiger and Robert Avakian and SDS leaders 
Les Coleman, Lynn Wells and Ed Jennings. 


The third faction in force at the convention and a 
minority at the beginning was the Dohrn/Rudd faction, an action 
oriented group led by Bernardine Dohrn, National SDS Interorgani- 
zational Secretary and Mark Rudd, leader of the Columbia riots 
in April, 1968. This faction was composed of such strong SDS 
personalities as John Jacobs, James Mellen and Bill Ayres. 


Although there were apparent major differences between 
the Klonsky and Dohrn factions, there was no animosity between 
the groups and they would join forces against the PLP faction. 


The tone of the convention was immediately set on 
June 18, 1969, by stringent Security measures which became 
increasingly paranoid as the convention proceeded. Physical

searches of the most intimate nature, use of pagsés to get in 
and out of rest-rooms; and continued challenges of identity 
all carried out with fantastic fervor created high tension 
and belligerent response, 


The total force of some 13 hundred met on Wednesday 
night: June 18, 1969, to the early evening hours of Friday, 
June 20, 1969. Thereafter, the National Convention ceased to 
exist as such but turned into two caucus groups both who 
finally made the claim of rightful inheritor. 


First Day, 6/18/69: 


During the first day the National Office won the 
one and only vote taken which allowed RU member Chris Milton 
to speak before the convention. RU forces at the convention 
which numbered less than 50 continually interupted the proceed- 
ings and along with the general caustic personality of Klonsky 
set forth the condition of bitter confrontation with PLP forces. 


Debate on Role of Racism: 


On Thursday the debate on racism set forth the 
theoretical stance of each faction with Klonsky defending the 
BPP as the vanguard force for revolution. PLP forces denied 
this assertion claiming the classical Marxist stance that 
the working class, black and white together, must play the 
vanguard role. On this date, a BPP member in the most vulgar 
language claimed that the "role of women was to prostitute 
herself in any manner possible to assist the revolution." This 
remark set forth a tumultuous response from the audience and 
the female attendees after having flailed the convention on 
the question of male supremacy the night before became uncon- 
trollable. The PLP faction gained appreciable strength 
because of the BPP statement. 


Split of Factions: 


On Friday, June 20, 1969, the factional caucusing 
began. The National Office group led by Klonsky and Dohrn 
left the convention site at the Chicago Coliseum and met at

proceeded to elect its own national officers and 8-man 
National Interim Committee. ` 


Although a minor group within the National Office 
faction at the convention the Dohrn faction elected all three 
national officers who were Mark Rudd, National Secretary, 
Jeff Jones, Interorganizational Secretary and Bill Ayres, 
Education Secretary. The Klonsky force did, however, elect 
Klonsky, Avakian and Noel Ignatin, a RU member to the National 
Interim Committee. 


National Leadership: 

The atmosphere, tone and quality of the convention 
Were directly mirrored by the personality of the avowed Marxist- 
Leninist and former National Secretary, Michael Klonsky. 
Before the split PLP forces were willing to compromise on 
some issues, however, because of his deep hatred for this 
group Klonsky would have nothing to do with it and make no 
concessions. 


Dohrn on the other hand is considered to be a rank 
opportunist. She also has a deep hatred for PLP and is con- 
tinually showing a need for power and self-seeking interests. 


The new SDS officers Rudd, Jones and Ayres all 
Share the same activist outlook as Dohrn and continuity of 
their outlook seems assured. The Rudd leadership will emphasize 
program rather than ideology, action rather than theory, as 
the requisite for leading the revolution. In this sense these 
individuals provide for SDS its last claim to the New Left 
Style of work, in essence it is walking a line between the 
New Left and Old Left. This leadership while committed to the 
Marxist-Leninist-Maoist line of philosophy maintains a New 
Left characteristic which sets them apart = action, Rudd is 
expected to make a great use of the press and television to 
promote his brand of revolution. 


di Future Programs: 


Program is the key for the new 1 нь: the 
reinstitution of Vietnam as a major issue, the defense of 
those involved in the,conspiracy trial resulting from the 
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National Convention, any issue will Be used hoping‏ جارس سور 
that somewhere one major issue will realize the catalyst for‏ 
true revolutionary action. In essence the use of any force‏ 
legitimate in order to bring about the destruction of United‏ 
States imperialism is the goal.‏ 


The war in Vietnam will largely determine the ability 
of the new leadership to promote mass disorders. If peace 
seems assured, their inability to foment the needed issues 
around which a mass program can be used may again channel their 
- efforts to ideological rhetoric. SDS may be forced into making 
its primary objective an effort to release its activists into 
neighborhood organizing and become more involved with the А 
working class, 


Klonsky Position: 


The Klonsky, Avakian, Ignatin, RU theoretical posture 
in defense of the working class, not too unlike the PLP position, 
will be continually debated. If this influence becomes untracta- 
ble and seeks power in an unbashed way, SDS will again face a 
split not too much different from that which just occurred. 


Adult Advisors: 


The adult advisors to the current SDS leadership will 
come from such individuals as Leibel Bergman, Chinese trained 
activist and organizer of RU, and Clayton Van Lydegraf, a 
pro Chinese Marxist from Seattle, both of whom were backing 
the Klonsky faction to the convention. It is noted, however, 
these individuals are not in the strict sense of the word 
against the new leadership and will attempt to force their 
brand of Marxism-Leninism-Maoism on Rudd and his followers.

DEMONSTRATIONS AT NU 
EVANSTON, ILLINOIS 


MAY 22 THROUGH MAY 31, 1969 


On May 23, 1969, a source, who has furnished 
reliable information in the past, advised that Students 
for a Democratic Society (SDS) was planaing to demon- 
strate on the Northwestern campus on May 24, 1969. The 
purpose of this demonstration was to interrupt the wel- 
coming speech of Roscoe Miller, Presideut of NU, which 
was scheduled to be given at Cahn Hall t» visiting 
parents. This source also advised that a general strike 
of students was scneduled for May 27, at which time the 
students would refuse to attend classes. A meeting vas 
scheduled by these students at Deering Meadow. The 
purpose of this strike was a protest against NROTC at 
NU and was in sympathy for those students who were pre- 
viously disciplined by NU for taking part in disruptive 
actions involving NROTC. 
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Ол Мау 24, 1969, the same source advised that 
approximately eighty students gathered at Deegimg Meadow 
at approximately 8:30 a.m. and subsequently marched to 
Cahn Hall. Тпіѕ group, which was sponsored by. the SDS, 
shouted protests against the contiruing policy of NU in 
regard to NROTC on the campus. The students attempted 
to gain entry to Cahn Hall, where Roscoe Miller, President 
of NU, was addressing visiting parents. The students 
were refused admittance by NU security forces. The group 
then gathered near the building and voiced dissent as to 
the continuance of the NROTC program at Northwestern. 


At approximately 11:30 a.m. Roger Friedman, 
SDS member, was granted permission to speak to the parents. 
However, when he started his speech, the parents соп- 
menced booing and left the hall. Friedman was unsuccess- 
ful in his attempts to speak to the parents. The group 
of students then dispersed without further incident. 


This source advised that photographs and movies 
were taken of this demonstration and vill be presented 
along with other such movies to the University Disciplinary 
Board for whatever action they deem appropriate. 


On May 27, 1969, the same source advised that 
approximately four hundred students net at Tech Hall on 
the NU campus to protest continuance of the NROTC program 
at Northwestern. This group dispersed at approximately 
4:15 p.m. without incident. 


On May 29, 1969, this sare source advised that 
at approximately 4:10 on May 29 a fire was discoverec on 
the rear porch of the Placement Center on the NU campus, 
1940 Sheridan Road. This fire was extinguished by the 
Evans toi, Fire Department with an estimate of between $300 
and $1000 damage to the building. When the fire report 
was received, a NU Security Guard was in the aree and ob- 
servied a group of four to ten yours adults, apparentiy 
NU students, in the area of Lunt Hall, where the offices 
of the NROIC are located. This group dispersed after the 
security officer appeared, and none of these individuals 
have becn identified. Aib 
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This source advised that it was his opinion that 


the fire was set to draw the Security Policé to the Place- 


ment Center while a group of students could have entered 
Lunt Hall and possibly destroyed NROTC property. There 


vas no evidence of any entry having been made into Lunt 


Hall. 


On May 29, 1969, the following observations were 
made by a Special Agent of the FBI: 


At approximately 1:30 p.m. approximately 75 NU 
students gathered at Deering 8887 on the NU campus and 
proceeded thereafter to march in an orderly Fashion to 
Dyche Stadium. This group carried a banner which stated 
"Peace and freedom, ROTC intolerable." After arriving 
at the Stadium, the group was unable to gain entry to the 
Stadium and determined that the NROIC graduation had been 
moved to McGaw Hall, which is adjacent to Dyche Stadium, 
due to inclement weather. 


The group then proceeded to the west side of 
Dyche Stadium in an attempt to gain entry. They were 
successful in zaining entry to the front entrance to McGaw 
Hall by tearing down a temporary fence which separated 
the Stadium from McGaw Hall. At this time the group had 
increased in size to approximately two hundred, and further 
efforts were made by the group to gain entry by attempting 
to pry open the exit doors to this Hall. 


When all efforts to enter McGaw Hall were un- 
successful, the group then proceeded to the elevator at 
Dyche Stadium, wnere the visitors were allowed to enter 
to attend the NROTC graduation. 


Subsequently, visitors were refused entry to thc 
Stadium. The students then proceeded to the Theater, then 
ainted themselves with red paint tc simulatc blood. They 
laid in the entryway to the parking lot to Dyche Stadium. 
This group also paraded up and down in front of the crowd, 
carrying a corpse. The crowd was shouting, "Down with 
ROTC, sieg heil.“ 
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As the crowd became more aggressive] two NU 
Security Police were caught in the middle of the crowd and 
were being physically abused by students. At 4:00 p.m. 

W officials requested the assistance of the Evanston 
Police Department in dispersing the crowd. The Evanston 
Police Lask Force immediately appeared and dispersed the 
crowd from in front of the elevator, making one arrest. 
This individual was An فد‎ as I Fefer, age 42, 
of Wilmette, Illinois. 


With the assistance of the Evanston Police 
Department order was restored and the students subsequeiuitiy 
dispersed at approximately 5:20 p.m. without and further 
incident or arrest. 


Rennie Davis, who was under Federal Grand Jury 
indictment for violation of the Anti-Riot Law because 
of his activities during the Democratic national conven- 
tion in Chicago in August, 1968, was present during this 
demonstration, according to a second source. After the 
interference of the Evanston Police Department, Davis 
made a ten-minute speech to students wherein he castigated 
the Police Department. He stated that their action was an 
example of the police state aad this interference was a 
sanple of what was to come. 


On May 31, 1969, the 'ource advised that | 
between 2:30 and 3:00 a.m. on 1969, a second fire 
was discovered by a NU Security Officer in Lunt Hall on 
the NJ campus. An individual was observed near the fire 
but was not identified. This fire was apparently started 670 
with an incendiary device, possibly a molotov cocktail. 

The fire was extinguished with a minimum amount of damage 
to the building. This source speculated that the fire was 
connected with the recent student demonstrations held by 

S and № students against the NROTC program. 


On June 2, 1969, the "2-0 advised that 
a film taken of the May 29 demonstration will be reviewed 
by University officials who will determine if any action 
is to be taken regarding these students. 
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A characterization of the Students for a 
Democratic Society is attached hereto as an appendix.
